FOR EMPHASIS 

Belle Glade is about to begin its active season after emer- 
ging from summer dormancy. Part of its population will again 
delve into the round of activities shared and divided among 15 
civic, social, community and fraternal organizations, Group 
Schedules will often be at cross purposes and impede the gen- 
eral progress. At least this often has been the case in the past. 
The self imposed blockade results unintentionally from the lack 
of a general community coordinating body. 

At the beginning of the summer, the plea was expressed 
for this organizations’ planning board. At that time, many of 
the groups were concluding their meetings and activities for 
the summer. Now that programs are beginning again and that 
Projects for the year are being outlined, the proposal comes up. 
This time perhaps more concrete results might be evidenced. 

Occasionally an organization plans an event in conflict 
with another group. Consequently, neither body has the success 
and participation which might otherwise result. 

If a coordinating body were formed, composed of a mem- 
ber from each organization, a general schedule could be mapped 
out. Such action would insure each group open dates for their 
programs. Also, suggestions for worthwhile community pro- 
jects could be pooled for their reference and choice. 

The idea is not a new one. It has been presented twice 
before. The first time, the originator, John T. Pickett, was 
complimented on it.

tion as to a "short" and a 
"long" fed animal. Up to four 
months comes definitely in the 
short period. It was pointed 
out that six months or longer 
is normally used in the wes- 
tern fattening pens. The form- 
ing of fat around the liver is 
a criterion of the finish on a 
corn fed animal, it was stated. 
A knowledge of cattle grad- 
ing, the more knowledge, the 
more efficient any operation 
may become, is the advice of 
those in the “know.” “You 
must learn to grade cattle in 
the pasture or in the pen, if 
you want to do yourself the 
most good in buying or sell- 
ing,” says George Young and

Fruit and vegetable trade as- 
sociations of this country are 
joining in a recommendation to 
the nation’s railroads that they 
provide a minimum of 50,000 
new refrigerator cars, accord- 
ing to Lamonte Graw, mana- 
ger of the Florida Fruit and 
Vegetable Association, in Or- 
lando, 

“It has been estimated 4hat 
the coming season's require- 
ments may reveal a shortage 
in refrigerator cars as great 
as one-third of the number re- 
quired. The 50,000 new cars 
requested would be of inesti- 
mable value to the nation by 
siding in efficient distribution 
Of essential fresh fruits and 
vegetables. 

"There has been a proposal 
that at least a majority of the 
new cars should be of the 
Giant Canadian type, while 
others recommend the new 
[cars be the present standard, 
‘all-purpose 
with fans. 

“Also in prospect are fur- 
ther restrictions on the use of 
refrigerator cars and demur- 
rage penalties in addition to 
those in ICC service order 
number 856. 

“FFVA has long been active 
in working for more adequate 
‘transportation facilities. Con- 
jsiderable benefit has acrued 
to the Florida industry through 
expediting the return of emp- 
ties, and locating available cars 
during shortages, in coopera- 
tion with the railroads and by 
other similar services in this 
field.

Protect Our Children 
Says Chief Kirkman 


“Protect our child-life!” 
trol Chief H. N. Kirkman ur- 
ged Florida’s drivers today as 
the State Patrol’s September 
program’ of traffic safety edu- 
cation gained momentum. 

"In 1949,” Kirkman said, 
“Our records show that 74 
children under 15 years of age 
were killed and nearly 
were injured in motor vehicle 


+] accidents in Florida. Even con- 


sidering that youngsters habi- 
tually violate safety rules in 
their walking, the bulk of the 
blame for such accidents rests 
with the drivers.” 

While most drivers are horri- 
fied at the idea of hurting a 
child, the Florida Highway Pa- 
trol nevertheless ranked 
thoughtlessness on the driver's 
part as the chief cause of the 
high annual toll of young traf- 
fie accident victims. 

The Patrol made an urgent 
appeal to Florida's drivers to 
heed the following rules: 

1. Regard every child in or 
near the street with the same 
caution you would a flashing 
railroad-crossing sign. 

2. Expect the unexpected at 
all times when driving near 
schools, in residential areas, or 
in the neighborhood of play- 
grounds or vacant lots. - 

3. Give bicycles a wide 
berth. While a rider may ap- 
pear to have his bicycle under 
perfect control a slick patch 
on the street, a chuck-hole, or 
any of many factors can cause 
the rider to fall, or lose’ con- 
trol and swerve into the path 
of a car. 

4. Particularly in residen- 
tial areas, the rider should be 
doubly on the alert for small 
children playing in driveways 
or sliding or coasting on in- 
clines that might lead them in- 
to the.street without warning.

WEST EXPLAINS HOW TO 
COMBAT MOLDS IN HOME 
DURING RAINY PERIODS 


Ventilation, heat, and clean- 
liness are the homemaker's 
best weapons against molds 
that attack cloth and leather 
goods during periods of high 
humidity, according to Mycolo- 
gist Erdman West of the Flor- 
ida Agricultural Experiment 
Stations. 

"Humid conditions such as 
prevail when tropical storms 
Occur" Mr. West said, "are 
ideal for development of these 
destructive molds, and prompt 
Measures are necessary to pre- 
vent damage and loss." 

The Experiment Station work- 
er recommended that home- 
makers have all soiled clothes 
and other goods cleaned as 
soon as possible, 
dows open in clear weather 
to allow maximum flow of air 
currents, and keep cloth goods 
as dry as possible. Burning an 
electric light globe in clothes, 
taking care to prevent it from 
coming in contact with cloth or 


paper, will help reduce hu- 
jmidity amd prevent mold 
growth. 


Turning on the heater or 
building a fire in the grate or 
stove is advisable to dry out 
the house and prevent mold 
development on walls and fur- 
niture, Mr. West pointed out.

"Even with our long graz- 
ing season, there's a period of 
60 to 90 days in winter when 
cattle need additional feed to 
keep them in good shape," Dr. 
Oliver F. Goen, Extension ani- 


H mal husbandman, pointed out. 


Dr. Goen emphasized that 

cows in good condition in the 
fall can be carried through the 
winter much more cheaply 
than thin, weak ones, and 
that starving cows produce 
small amounts of milk and 
raise weak calves. He also 
explained that it is easier to 
maintain cows in good weight 
in winter than to make them 
Eain back weight lost because 
of inadequate feed. 
Winter feed may include re- 
served pasture, temporary gra- 
sing crops, sugar cane, silage, 
or legume hay. A limited 
amount of protein-rich con- 
centrate feed, such as cotton- 
seed meal fed to cattle on 
Erass or citrus or cane molas- 
ses will give good results. 

Dr. Goen also made these 
recommendations: 

Temporary pastures. of oats|! 
and rye provide grazing for |; 
breeding animals and young 
stock. Supplement such pas- 
tures with hay and other 
roughages. Begin planting oats 
and'rye in late September, ap- 
plying about 300 pounds of 4- 
10-7 or 4-7-5 fertilizer per acre 
for good growth. 

Reserving a portion of pas- 
ture—keeping stock off.it for 
two or three weeks—will pro- 
vide grazing that will enable
